voting stock of Whittlesea Bell, Inc., owner of Bell Trans, Bell Limo, Whittlesea Checker Taxi and Airport 

Mini Bus authorized to provide transportation services under CPCN 1023, 1217, 2118 and 2350, respectively. 

Vegas Limo Coach, LLC d/b/a Vegas Limo Coach has filed an application, designated as Docket 13-

08015 with the Authority for a CPCN to provide Charter Bus services within the State of Nevada. 

The applications were filed pursuant to Chapter 706 of the Nevada Revised Statutes (“NRS”) and the 

Nevada Administrative Code (“NAC”).  Under NRS 706.151, the Authority has legal jurisdiction and authority 

over these matters.

Persons with a direct and substantial interest in the filings may file Petitions for Leave to Intervene at the 

Authority’s office.  Such Petitions must conform to the Authority’s regulations and must be filed on or before

Interested persons may submit Protests for filing at the Authority’s office.  Protests must conform to the
